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HISTORY 

OF 

St.  John's  German  Lutheran  Church 

MORRISANIA,  NEW  YORK  CITY 


S  early  as  the  year  1852  the  german  inhabitants  of  the  vil- 
lages Morrisania  and  Melrose  made  efforts  to  found  a 
german  lutheran  church.  The  first  services  were  held  in 
Bruckner's  Hall,  Elton  Avenue  and  161st  Street  by  the 
Rev.  A.  Irion  who  had  been  called  as  pastor.  As  no  agreement  could 
be  reached  whether  the  church  .was  to  be  built  in  Melrose  or  in  Mor- 
risania the  congregation  disbanded  after  existing  half  a  year. 

Later  on  a  ' 'German  Evangelical  Church"  was  founded  in  Melrose 
which  soon  joined  the  Dutch  Reformed  Synod  so  as  to  receive  support 
from  the  mission-treasury  of  the  Classis.  The  Rev.  E.  Schropfer  was 
the  pastor  of  this  congregation  and  under  him  a  split  occurred  and  he 
and  his  followers  founded  a  "German  Evangelical  Church"  in  Mor- 
risania. On  December  12th,  1860  this  congregation  selected  as  its  first 
church-council  Messrs.  Christian  Gumpert  (Chairman) ,  Gottlieb  Kolb 
(Secretary),  George  Schmidt  (Treasurer),  John  William,  John  Matthes, 
Henry  Eichler,  Conrad  Hiibner  and  John  Armbrecht.  The  church 
was  incorporated  January  6th,  1865  by  its  trustees  Conrad  Hoffmann, 
John  Spath  and  John  Prutting  as  "The  St.  John's  German  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  Village  of  Morrisania."  Only  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  St.  John's  and  one  of  its  incorporators,  Mr.  John  Prutting,  has 
been  spared  these  fifty  years  and  is  still  a  faithful  member,  and  God 
willing  will  be  able  to  celebrate  the  "Golden  Jubilee"  with  us. 

During  the  first  five  years  of  its  history  the  services  of  St.  John's 
congregation  were  held  in  the  carpenter  shop  of  Mr.  Karl  Georgi,  loca- 
ted on  163d  Street,  between  Washington  and  Third  Avenues,  which 
was  put  at  its  disposal  free  of  rent.  Toward  the  end  of  1864  a  lot  on 
7th  Street,  Morrisania  (now  169th  Street)  between  Fordham  (now 
Third)  and  Fulton  Avenues  was  bought  by  the  congregation.  During 
the  following  year  the  first  church,  which  had  about  150  sittings  was

erected.  It  was  dedicated  on  December  3d,  18G5,  the  Rev.  Liibkert 
of  'St.  Matthew's  Lutheran  Church'  of  Melrose  preaching  the  sermon. 
As  originally  built  the  church  had  no  steeple;  this  was  added  twelve 
years  later,  in  1877. 

Up  to  this  time  the  congregation  had  been  without  a  constitution; 
the  first  constitution,  which  would  be  considered  an  anomaly  in  our 
day  was  adopted  January  3d,  1867.  According  to  this  constitution  the 
pastor  was  called  for  three  months  at  a  time  and  was  not  a  member  of 
the  Church  Council.  This  latter  body  consisted  of  not  less  than  seven, 
nor  more  than  twenty-one  members.  The  congregation  issued  shares 
of  $25.00  and  only  share  holders  were  permitted  to  vote  in  financial 
matters.  Provision  was  made  to  pay  interest  on  money  invested  to 
shareholders,  whenever  the  income  of  the  congregation  permitted  it. 

On  February  24th,  1867  the  "St.  John's  Society  of  German 
Ladies  of  Morrisania"  was  founded  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  congregation  financially.  The  founder,  the  Rev.  E.  Schropfer, 
died  on  May  9th,  1866,  after  serving  the  congregation  over  five 
years  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Carl  Scholz,  who  left  the 
church  one  year  later.  During  the  vacancy  following  Rev.  Liibkert  of 
Melrose  supplied  the  pulpit.  From  1868 — 1869  the  Rev.  Carl  Scholz 
was  again  pastor  of  the  congregation.  From  1869 — 1886  the  following 
were  pastors  of  St.  John's:  Dr.  A.  U.  H.  Schubert,  (1869 — 71), 
Rev.  J.  Catenhusen  (1872— 74) ,  Rev.  J.  A.  Thorbeck  (1874—75), 
Rev.  E.  Oxee  (1876)  and  Rev.  N.  Weiss  (1877—86). 

These  frequent  changes  which  were  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the 
pastors  (excepting  Rev.  J.  Catenhusen)  were  not  members  of  any 
Synod  and  were  called  for  only  short  terms  of  office  harmed  the  con- 
gregation. Its  whole  history  during  these  early  years  was  one  of 
financial  struggle. 

In  1873  a  german  parochial  school  was  built  adjoining  the  rear  of 
the  church,  which  building  was  changed  to  a  parsonage  in  1878. 
Difficulties  arose  in  the  congregation  which  led  to  the  resignation  of 
Rev.  N.  Weiss,  May  1st,  1886. 

Then  the  congregation  wisely  applied  to  the  Ev.  Luth.  Ministerium 
of  the  State  of  New  York  for  a  pastor.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Dewald  (now 
of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.)  was  called  at  the  recommendation  of  the 
President  of  the  New  York  Conference,  but  refused  the  call. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Beiderbecke  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  who  was  then 
recommended  by  the  officers  of  Synod  preached  in  St.  John's  on  June 
27th  and  having  been  elected  unanimously  entered  upon   his  work 
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September  1st,  1886.  He  began  a  german  Saturdayschool  which  still 
exists,  introduced  the  Church  Book  of  the  General  Council  and  a 
liturgical  service.  Through  his  efforts  many  worldly  means  of  meeting 
the  financial  needs  of  the  congregation  were  abolished.  The  "Monats- 
blatt"  which  still  makes  its  regular  appearance  was  begun  May  1st, 
1889.  The  old  church  soon  proved  too  small  for  the  growing  needs 
of  the  congregation  so  a  ''Church  Building  Fund"  was  started,  and  a 
"Young  Men's"  and  a  "Young  Ladies  Aid"  societies  were  organized 
in  January  1890,  mainly  to  work  for  this  fund.  An  envelope  system 
which  was  introduced  at  this  time  to  gather  money  for  this  fund  proved 
very  successful. 

On  March  7th,  1889  a  mission  was  started  in  West  Farms  in  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Martha  Leonhauser,  which  was  organized  as  'St.  Luke's 
Ev.  Luth.  Church'  on  June  22d,  1898  and  which  is  now  served  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  W.  Eickmann. 

Another  mission  Sunday  school  started  in  Mt.  Hope,  June  10th, 
1894,  had  to  be  abandoned  six  years  later  because  no  suitable  place  to 
hold  services  could  be  secured. 

A  new  constitution  was  adopted  on  June  29th,  1893,  and  the  year 
following  the  congregation  was  received  into  the  "Evangelical  Lutheran 
Ministerium  of  New  York." 

With  the  help  of  God  the  congregation  was  enabled  on  October 
28th,  1893  to  buy  a  lot  50  ft.  4  in.  x  209  ft.  6  in.,  located  on  Fulton 
Avenue,  between  169th  and  170th  Streets.  The  price  paid  was 
$11,000.00.  A  dwelling  on  this  property  was  rebuilt  as  a  parsonage 
and  a  small  building  at  the  rear  of  the  parsonage  was  changed  into  a 
parish  house.  The  lot  having  been  bought,  pastor,  members,  societies 
and  the  Sunday  school  redoubled  their  efforts  to  replenish  the  depleted 
Church-Building  Fund.  A  building  committee  was  appointed  October 
1st,  1895,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  H.  Beiderbecke  and  Messrs.  George 
P.  Eberle,  William  Wulp,  Carl  Haller,  Louis  Kayser  and  Henry  Keck. 
Architect  J.  W.  Walter  drew  the  plan  for  the  new  church  according  to 
the  ideas  of  Rev.  H.  Beiderbecke,  and  Hopkins  &  Roberts  received  the 
contract  for  the  mason,  iron  and  slate  work.  The  cornerstone  was 
laid  August  9th,  1896  and  on  April  4th,  1897  the  church  was  dedica- 
ted to  the  worship  of  the  Triune  God.  Rev.  E.  F.  Moldenke,  D.D. 
President  of  the  General  Council,  Rev.  A.  Richter,  President  of  the 
New  York  Ministerium,  Rev.  G.  C.  Berkemeier,  D.D.  and  Rev. 
J.  J.  Heischmann,  D.D.,  preached  at  the  various  services.  The  offer- 
ings raised  at  these  services  amounted  to  $723.50.

The  church  is  a  gothic  structure  50  x  107  feet,  built  of  Indiana 
limestone  and  brick  and  has  a  steeple  112  feet  high.  At  its  dedication 
a  debt  of  $25,000.00  still  rested  on  the  church.  A  sinking  fund  was 
started  to  enable  the  congregation  to  reduce  the  debt  more  rapidly. 
For  some  years  the  basement  of  the  church  and  the  parish  house  have 
been  leased  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  public  school  purposes,  the 
net  income  from  this  source  being  used  to  reduce  the  debt.

In  1901  the  pastor,  Rev.  H.  Beiderbecke,  made  a  trip  to  Europe 
to  recuperate  his  health  which  had  suffered  from  the  strain  of  work 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Beiderbecke,  Jr.  supplied  his  father's  pulpit  and 
remained  with  him  until  the  spring  of  1903.  During  this  time  a 
"Hauskollekte"  was  raised  by  the  pastor  toward  paying  the  second 
mortgage  of  $4,600.00. 

The  interior  of  the  church  was  painted  and  frescoed  and  other 
improvements  were  made  during  the  summer  of  1906  at  an  expense  of 
$2,000.00.    The  rededication  service  was  held  September  9th,  1906. 

The  year  1906  was  one  of  great  sorrow  to  Pastor  Beiderbecke,  he 
losing  his  beloved  wife,  a  faithful  worker  in  the  congregation,  who 
was  President  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  at  her  death  on  November 
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6th,  and  his  second  daughter  Magdalene  a  few  weeks  later.  These 
losses,  together  with  the  work  rested  heavily  on  Pastor  Beiderbecke  so 
his  son,  the  Rev.  Henry  Beiderbecke,  Jr.  of  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.  was 
called  by  the  congregation  as  second  pastor  to  do  the  congregational 
work,  his  father  having  only  to  preach  on  Sunday  morning.  He 
entered  upon  his  work  October  1st,  1908,  and  was  installed  by  the 
Rev.  E.  C.  J.  Kraling,  President  of  the  New  York  Conference.  The 
new  conditions  required  various  changes  in  the  constitution  of  the 
congregation  which  were  made  at  that  time.  Soon  failing  health  made 
it  necessary  for  Rev.  Beiderbecke,  Jr.  to  seek  a  dry  mountain  climate 
and  he  resigned  to  accept  a  pastorate  in  the  northern  part  of  New 
York  state,  preaching  his  farewell  sermon  on  May  9th,  1909.  Rev. 
Theodor  O.  Posselt  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.  was  elected  as  his  successor. 
He  began  his  work  in  St.  John's,  October  1st,  1909,  and  was  installed 
October  7th,  1909,  by  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Bosch,  President  of  the  New 
York  Conference. 

An  english  Sunday  school  was  started  November  14th,  1909,  the 
sessions  being  held  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  2  o'clock,  and  since 
January  1910  english  services  have  been  held  every  second  and  fourth 
Sunday  evening  in  the  month.  In  the  July  meeting,  1910,  the  congre- 
gation decided  to  introduce  a  monthly  envelope  system  for  gathering 
the  regular  dues  in  place  of  the  present  annual  and  weekly  contribu- 
tions, this  change  to  be  made  beginning  January,  1911. 

In  view  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  congregation  it  was 
decided  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  a  Jubilee  Fund  of  $5,000.00  to  be 
paid  off  on  the  church  debt  (at  present  $12,500.00)  at  the  Golden 
Jubilee,  December  12th. 

The  two  pastors,  the  societies,  the  Sunday  schools  and  the  choir 
have  labored  with  this  end  in  view  and  God  willing,  our  Jubilee,  which 
we  will  celebrate  on  the  11th,  12th  and  13th  of  December  will  witness 
a  realization  of  our  plans. 

May  Christ,  the  Lord  of  the  Church,  who  has  graciously  blessed 
our  congregation  during  the  first  half  century  of  its  existence  in  mercy 
rule  over  it  in  the  future,  that  the  coming  years  may  ever  find  it  faith- 
ful in  doing  His  work,  to  the  greater  glory  of  His  holy  name  and  to  the 
salvation  of  the  souls  of  His  children.
